'  £  are  indebted  to  the  Rev.  Charles  Abbot,  D.D.  for  wild 
fpecimens  of  this  very  rare  plant,  gathered  by  himfelf  this 
fummer,  by  the  road  fide,  between  Henley  and  Maidenhead. 
It  has  heretofore  been  remarked  principally  in  Lancafliire  and 
its  borders. 

The  Afarahacca  grows  naturally  in  (hady  fituations,  and  is 
perennial,  flowering  in  May.  The  root  confifts  of  many 
branched  fibres,  and  has  a  flrong  pungent  fmell,  fomewhal 
refembling  pepper  and  ginger.  The  fxtta  are  very  fliort  and 
perfedly  fimple,  bearing  a  pair  only  of  dark-green,  Ihining, 
kidney- Ihaped,  entire,  veiny  leares,  on  long,  downy  foot- 
Ralks.

When  rubbed  it  exhales  a  peculiar  but  not  unpleasant  aromatic 
scent.

OPECIFtC  names  taken  from  the  local  fiiuations  of  planM 
are  generally  exceptionable,  but  in  the  prefent  cafe  tcfs  fo  than 
ufual ;  the  Portland  Spurge  being  found  wild  chiefly  on  or 
about  the  pcmnfula  called  Portland-ill  and  on  the  Dorfetfliire 
coaft.  It  fometimes  indeed  occurs  on  the  Ihores  of  Devon- 
Ihire,  and  we  have  a  fpecimen  collected  by  F.  Boraiie  in  Corn- 
wall. That  here  delineated  was  gathered  by  A.  B.  Lambert, 
Efq.  on  rocks  hanging  over  the  fea  on  the  fouth  fide  of  Portland- 
illand,  flowering  in  Auguft.

petals  being  3  or  4,  we  ought  to  have  faid  4  or  5.  Thofe  who 
Arc  moil  ufed  to  compofe  works  of  IcicDCC,  wUl  moft  readiljr 
inrdoD  funilai  bluudcrs.

Mr.  LIGHTFOOT  did  not  think  himself  authorised  to 
admit  this  plant  into  his  Flora,  aa  he  had  not  seen  specimeiu.

Observed  in  the  forcft  of  Ncedwood,  Staflbrdfhlrc,  in 
great  plenty,  undoubtedly  wild,  by  Mr-  Whatcly,  furgcon  in 
the  Old  Jewry,  London.  Ray  mentions  its  growing  in  that 
county,  but  fufpef^cd  it  to  have  been  planted  there.  'Die  root 
from  which  oui  fpccimeu  was  taken,  was  found  wild  two  year* 
fincc. 

This  is  a  large  Iiandfomc  fpecies ;  but  not  picafant  in  a  garden, 
on  account  of  the  difagrecable  fmell  of  its  fiowcrs.

V.OMMON,  as  every  one  must  have  remarked,  on  tiles  of 
houses,  old  walls,  and  especially  on  decaying  thatched  roofs, 
where  it  tbrms  large  dense  tufts,  flowering,  though  sparingly, 
in  July.

V.jULTIVATED  plants  in  general  are  liable  to  fo  many 
alterations,  we  can  fcarctly  fay  when  we  meet  with  them  in  « 
truly  natural  fiate,  or  which  variety  has  the  greatcft  claim 
to  unmnatity.

XinS  beautiful  and  useful  shmli,  whose  abundance  aiid  hoc- 
uriotice  with  ua  may  well  counterbalance  the  myrtle  of  more 
genial  climates,  forms  the  natural  thickets  of  most  parts  of  En|^- 
laud.  It  adonis  our  parkx,  otiil  makes  our  best  fence*.  lu 
ruby-tipped  buds  are  the  first  sign  of  vegetation  in  spring ;  its 
sweet  blossoms  the  decoration  and  the  pledge  of  appnwching 
summer  ;  iti  fruit  the  chief  wild  treasure  of  autunm.  The  hard 
and  tough  wood  la  useful  for  many  different  purposes,  but  of 
■low  growth,  and  generallv  of  no  great  size.  The  branches  bear 
clipping  to  any  extent,  and  the  whole  bush,  if  cut  nearly  to  the 
ground,  is  speedily  restored. 

The  branches  are  furnished  with  rigid  spines.  The  leaves  are 
^temate,  stalked,  deciduous,  of  a  <hirk  shining  green,  smooth,  in 
three  or  five  deep  serrated  segments.  Stipulas  lunate,  varying 
much  in  sixe.  Flowers  eorymbose,  lerminal,  with  smootti  staHu. 
Calyx  refiexed.  Petab  concave,  UHUully  while ;  of  a  lieauliful 
red  on  a  strong  or  deep  soil.  Anthers  pink,  chaii^ng  tu  black. 
Styles  one  or  two  in  different  flowers  of  the  same  bunch.  Fruit 
red,  rarely  yellow,  mealy,  insipid,  with  one  or  two  lutrd  nuts. 
Sametimes  there  are  three  styles  and  as  many  nuti.— The  leavei 
vary  in  shape,  but  we  have  in  vain  lalmured  to  ascertain  two 
species  of  1  lawthom  in  Britain  ;  nor  do  the  Oryncantka 
fipgt/na  of  Jacquin  appear  to  us  permanently  distinct.

X  HIS  tree  ia  most  frequent  in  the  north-west  and  midland 
counties,  though  a)ao  found  here  and  there  in  Essex,  Suffoiic, 
and  Norfolk.     Wc  received  it  wild  from  Mr.  Woodward. 

It  is  of  considerable  size,  but  of  slow  growth,  and  ttie  wood 
is  conscqucnily  hard.  The  bark  is  smooth  and  ash-colound. 
Young  branches  green  and  slightly  downy,  clothed  with  alter- 
nate handsome  smuoth  leaves,  oi  a  finn  not  succulent  sub- 
stance, always  more  or  less  accurately  7-lobcd,  reticulated  with 
small  veins,  serrated,  deciduous.  Flowers  numerous,  in  lai]gc 
terminal  cvmose  paniclc.1,  appearing  early  in  May;  their  flower- 
sulks  anJ  calyx  downy ;  petals  cream-coloured  ;  style*  3,  4, 
or  i,  and  the  seeds  in  proportion,  an  instance  (among  many 
others)  how  very  ill-l'oundcd  the  orders  and  genera  are  of 
Linnfeus*s  leosandria  Digynia,  Trigynla,  and  Penlagynia,  at 
Haller  and  his  disciples  long  ago  contended. 

TTic  fruit  of  this  tree  npena  late  in  autumn,  and  formi 
panicles  of  brown  punctated  berries,  larger  than  those  of  the 
Hawthorn,  which,  when  the  frost  has  touched  them,  arc  of  sn 
exceedingly  pleasant  acid  flavour,  and  are  sometimes  sold  in 
the  l/)ndon  fruit-shops,  Tliey  arc  esteemed  strengthening  to 
the  stomach  and  bowels.  Old  Tragus,  whose  ligurcs  end  their 
accompaniments  sometimes  cxprcsa  the  virtues  of  plants  with 
more  truth  than  decorum,  gives  a  ludicrous  exhibition  of  two 
little  boys  under  this  kind  of  Sen-ice  tree,  p.  loiO,  in  order 
to  illuiiratc  its  (appareully  very  powerful)  effects  in  expelling 
womis.

We  have  been  favoured  by  Lord  Viscounl  Valcnlia  with 
I'resh  wild  specimens  of  this  rare  British  plant,  gathered  from 
a  solitary  tree  in  the  middle  of  Wire  forest,  near  Bcwdlcy, 
Worcestershire,  the  same  probably  that  was  obeervcJ  by  Mr. 
Pitts  in  Bay'g  time.  It  is  said  to  grow  also  in  the  mountainous 
parts  of  Cornwall  and  Si  afford  shire,  and  may  now  and  then  be 
met  with  in  old  gardens,  having  been  fomicrly  cuttivaicd  for 
the  sake  of  its  fruit,  which  is  like,  but  inferior  to,  a  Medlar. 
It  flowers  in  May. 

The  tree  is  of  a  middle  size,  not  unlike  the  Mountain  Aib, 
of  very  slow  growth,  not  flowering  till  it  arrives  at  agrcat  age, 
and  the  wood  is  very  hard.  Leaves  alternate,  composed  of 
about  7  or  9  pair  nf  opposite,  sessile,  ovate  or  oblong  leaficls, 
with  an  odd  terminal  one  of  the  same  size ;  all  entire  at  the 
base,  serrated  from  about  half  way  to  the  end,  smooth  abore^ 
downy  beneath,  but  that  downiness  goes  off  towards  autuinn. 
Flowers  in  panicles,  cream-coloured.  Calyx  very  wnoUy. 
Pclala  concave,  with  hairy  daws.  Stamina  numerous.  Stylea 
always  i,  with  oblique  concave  stigmas.  Fruit  pear-shaped^ 
reddish  and  spotted,  extremely  austere,  and  not  eatable  tui  it 
is  quite  mellowed  by  frost  or  time,  when  it  becomes  brown 
una  very  soft.     Cells  A,  with  one  iecd  in  each. 

Every  botanical  principle  whatever  obliges  us  to  remove  this 
Ircc  from  ihc  genus  of  Sorbus,  as  Craniz  also  obscrvei,  who 
would  have  been  more  regarded  in  many  cases  than  he  is,  if  he 
had  vvrtlienwiih  more  temper.  From  an  accurate  examinatioo 
of  the  half-ri|)e  fruit,  we  have  found  it  a  genuine  pyrus,  hav- 
ing indeed  only  one  seed  iu  each  bivalve  capsule  of  the  apple, 
but  that  is  not  peculiar  lo  this  species.  The  pinnated  Icaro* 
are  (as  to  huliil)  a  much  more  important  obicciion.

J.  HIS  prettjr  shrub,  frequent  in  ornamented  ground,  seemt 
to  be  really  a  native  of  Britain;  for  besides  (he  counties  of 
Westmoreland  and  Cumberland,  where  it  is  said  on  good  au' 
ihority  to  grow,  Mr.  G.  Don  as&urcs  us  that  it  is  wild  in 
Scotland.  It  prefers  moist  shady  situatioiM  among  mouutaiiu, 
and  flowers  in  July. 

The  stems  are  numerous  and  shrubby,  rising  to  the  height 
of  4  feet;  their  bark  smooth,  of  a  yellowish  or  tawny  hue. 
Leaves  alternate,  numerous,  deciduous,  on  short  stalks,  of  ■ 
broad  lanceolate  hUmtish  figure,  unequally  serrated,  smooth 
on  both  sides,  veiny.  Clusters  of  flowers  terminal,  erecl, 
dense,  obtuse,  compound,  of  many  flowers,  with  linear  soli- 
tary bractez  interspersed.  Calyx  spreading,  dark  red,  smooth- 
I'elals  and  stamina  of  an  elegant  rose  colour,  much  longer 
than  the  calyx.  Gcrmen  depressed.  Styles  3.  Capaujes  i, 
blown,  opening  at  their  inner  edge.

In  mountainous  pastures  on  a  calcareous  Goil,  especially  ia 
Cambridgeshire,  Worcealcrshire,  and  Surrey,  plenliKil  enough 
wherever  it  occurs  at  all.  In  Mr.  Lock's  park  near  Leather- 
head  this  elegant  plant  grows  abundantly,  flowering  caily  in 
Jiilv. 

The  very  extraordinary  perennial  root  consists  of  oral  tolid 
lumps  hanging  by  threads  from  the  main  body,  which  lumps, 
being  reservoirs  of  nourishment,  enable  the  herb  to  resist  drougnt, 
and  render  it  besides  very  difficult  to  be  eradicated.  Stem  erect, 
about  a  foot  high,  with  a  few  alternate  smooth  leaves,  which  are 
a  Rne  example  of  the_/b/iEiin  inlemipte  pinnalum,  consisting  of  , 
one  set  of  larger  leaflets,  with  intermediate  smaller  ones ;  all  of 
them  are  serrated  and  jagged,  and  all  the  leaflets  of  each  set  ive 
iiiiifomi,  or  nearly  corresponding  in  size.  A  pair  of  roundish 
united  indented  stipulx,  at  the  oase  of  each  compound  leaf, 
embrace  the  stem.  Flowers  in  a  cymose  loose  panicle,  cream- 
foloured,  often  tipped  with  red  in  a  wild  sUte.  The  styles  in 
this  and  5.  Vlmana  are  numerous;  so  that  a  young  studait 
would  be  puzzled  to  find  our  only  2  species  of  Spirtta  in  the 
order  Perilagynia,  to  which  however  the  genu*  is  very  rightly 
referred  by  Linnaeus,  most  of  the  other  numeroiiii  species  (if 
not  all)  having  but  5  styles.  These  irregular  species  ou^t 
always  to  be  enumerated  at  the  end  of  the  ordir  or  class  to  which 
.  ihey  mdividually  belong,  as  LJnnicus  generally  practiscO. 

In  a  garden  soil  this  plant  grows  vciy  luxuriant^  and  hu 
often  double  flowers.    The  whole  herb  is  astringent.

J.T  may  literally  he  said  thai  Routes  spring  up  under  our  step* 
as  we  approach  the  close  of  our  undertaking,  for  we  have  of  bte 
added  more  than  could  have  been  imagined  to  the  speciea  of  that 
favourite  but  difficult  tribe. 

The  present  beautiful  plant  was  sent  from  Newcwtle  by  Mr. 
Winch.  It  differs  from  the  common  R.  spitiosisstmaf  t.  187.  in 
being  a  »imall,  xpreading  bush,  whereas  the  flowering  stems  of 
that  Bpecic»  are  strong  and  erect,  more  in  the  manner  of  roiiHW. 
The  leaflets  are  more  elliptical  and  rather  acute,  Flonnvtalks 
longer,  and  ilen.scly  covered  with  glandular  brislles,  sutnc  of 
which  are  found  also  on  the  lower  part  of  the  germen,  which  » 
rather  less  globiJar  than  in  spinosissima.  About  lhe»c  tiiark^t 
however  wc  might  have  hesitated  ;  but  the  |>erfcetly  ripe  fruit  wnl 
by  Mr.  Winch,  though  loo  much  bruised  to  l>e  drawn,  is  Bcarietr 
not  block,  which  is  a  character  we  have  never  kitowii  to  nir. 
That  in  our  (.  ]S7,  it  must  be  observed,  is  but  half  ripe.  TWc 
flowers  and  leaves  arc  elegantly  tinged  with  red,  whicb  may  be 
accidental.

J.  H£  late  Mr.  J.  Mackay  communicated  a  wild  specimen  of 
ihia  Rode  from  the  Hebrides,  which  is  described  in  the  flora 
Britannica.  The  present  grew  in  Cambridge  garden,  under 
the  care  of  its  able  Curator  Mr.  James  Oonrij  and  was  sent 
to  Mr.  Sowcrby,  June  13tli  last. 

This  shrub  has  the  general  habit  of  R.  spinoiiss'ima,  I.  19", 
with  which  the  numerous  prickles  of  its  stem,  various  in  tize 
and  rarely  very  slightly  curved,  agree.  But  it  difier*  fi^m 
that  species  in  having  extremely  prickly  leaf-stalks  and  flower- 
stalks,  as  well  as  larger,  more  elliptical,  leaflets,  whose  ribt 
underneath  are  more  generally  hairy.  Tlie  gcrmeu  iuclinn  to 
ovate,  and  is  all  over  strongly  armed  with  prickles;  u-herea* 
that  of  the  spimsistima  is  smouth  and  much  dcpres&cd.  The 
calyx- segments  are  long,  simple  and  pointed,  rough  ex* 
Icrnally  with  glandular  prickles.  Petals  whitish,  varic^tcd 
more  or  less  with  red,  concave  and  involute,  seldom 
half  expanded.    We  bav«  not  seen  the  ripe  fruit.

Flowen 
smaller  and  paler,  being  less  than  in  any  other  British  Rose. 
Fniit  with  a  more  gradual  neck,  not  of  the  pear-like  nhape  usual 
in  that  species.  It  varies  in  roiighness.  The  footstalks,  and 
backs  of  the  leaves,  are  dou-ny  as  well  as  glandidor. 

\Vc  are  well  aware  of  this  species,  or  variety,  whicKsoevcr  it 
may  be  judged,  and  we  recommend  gardenera,  and  planterv  of 
hedges,  to  be  on  their  guard  against  it,  as  much  inferior  to  the 
true  Sweet  Briar  in  scent  and  conipai-tness,  as  well  as  in  the 
beauty  of  its  blossoms.  It  is  much  the  most  common  of  tlie  twn; 
but  those  who  force  Sweet  Briar  alraut  London,  have  generally 
taken  care  to  procure  the  right  sort.  lu  Ute  character  of  our

W  E  can  find  no  certsin  mention  of  tliU  Ro«e  except  in  the 
work  of  Mr.  Wincli,  to  whom  we  are  obliged  for  specimen*, 
and  who  found  it  in  several  hedges  in  Durham  and  Northum- 
berland, in  June  1&04.  In  the  very  same  month  Mr.  Crowe 
and  myself  noticed  it  &  -'Hng  in  hedges  to  the  noith  of 
Bury,  SutTulk,  and  jud^  it  to  be  a  new  species.  I  wti  u 
first  disposed  to  believe  it  a  variety  of  R.  lomealosa,  I.  ggo, 
□or  can  any  botanist  be  certain  thai  it  is  not  so,  becauM  we 
really  do  not  know  in  this  genus  what  constitutes  a  vaheiy 
and  what  a  species.  As  the  acute  botanists  of  Sweden  are 
attending  to  the  subject,  we  trust  it  will  become  less  obscure. 
In  the  mean  while  it  is  our  duty  as  practical  observers  to  col- 
lect facts. 

The  prickles  of  the  stem  in  this  Rom  are  more  straight  tod 
slender  than  in  the  tomentosa.  I'hc  leaven  are  certainly 
very  different  lo  ibe  touch,  nor  have  they  the  same  soenl. 
There  is  a  harshness  about  them,  even  when  most  hairy  or 
downy,  very  unlike  the  lomentosa,  neither  have  they  any 
greyish  hoary  hue.  Their  mid-rib  is  hairy.  The  ffowtri 
according  lo  Mr.  Winch  are  always  white,  tinged  or  blotched 
with  red,  and  the  fruit  large  "  in  shape  rather  ru^mblinc 
that  of  R.  villosa  than  of  tomentosa."  I  did  unt  remiut 
any  thing  peculiar  in  the  colour  of  the  flowers  at  Bury,  nor

Stems 
solitary,  erect,  unbrancbcd,  a  span  lii^li,  slightly  an^uUr, 
leafy,  bearing  a  few  weak  spreading  prickles,  such  as  are  nlio 
observable  on  the  footstalks,  though  Imth  parts  arc  sometinm 
without  them.  The  leaflets  aie  three,  rarely  live,  acute,  doablj 
and  unequally  cn-nule.  Panicle  terminal,  of  a  fi>w  miall 
greenish-white  flowers,  with  a  pointed  calyx  and  narrow  up- 
tight jwtals.  Fruit  of  a  very  few  large  dislinci  ciimMm  grams, 
seldom  mure  than  three,  often  solitary,  gmtetully  acid.  The 
old  Swcdikb  writers  called  this  plant  a  Lalmuca,  or  Wild  Vine,

even  within  reach  of  the  fpray  of  thcfca.  The  OiorcsofNorfoI" 
and  Suffolk  produce  it  in  abundance.

Whether  tliis  be  the  true  Glaucium  of  Diofcorides  it  miidi  t^ 
be  doubted.     Among  the  unpublifhed  plates,  engraved  from  tb^^ 
celebrated  manufcript  of  that  author,  in  the  Imperial  library^ 
an  imprelfion  of  which  is  in  the  Linnxan  colkftion,  is  a  fiptf^^ 
of  his  plant;  but  not  fuificienily  [wrfeft  to  afcertain  what  itiiS 
although  certainly  more  like  our  Chclidonium  Glauctum  th« 
Argcmone  mesicana,  which  Cafpar  BauhiD  took  for  the  GJW- 
cium  of  Diofcorides.

A.  NATIVE  of  sandy  comfieldB,  which  Mr.  Hudson  tayt 
was  sent  him  from  Norfolk  by  Mr.  Slillingfleet  with  the  Violet 
Homed -Poppy.  The  tatter  certainly  is  wild  in  those  puts  of 
the  county,  where  Mr.  Stilllngflect  used  to  pass  most  of  hii 
time,  but  no  other  person  has  ever  seen  the  present  species  Id 
that  or  any  other  part  of  Britain !  In  Clielsea  garden  it  hu 
from  lime  immemorial  come  up  every  year  as  a  weed,  and  we 
have,  as  well  as  Mr.  Curtis  (though  he  has  not  acknowlet^ 
it]  drawn  a  garden  specimen.

CyOLUMBINES  in  a  wild  sute  are  found  in  woods, 
and  pastures,  in  several  parts  ol  England.  Tiicy 
ia  Derbyshire  and  Westniortland.  Sir,  Wagslaffe  of  Norwifli 
sent  us  a  specimen  from  that  neighbourhood,  where,  etpeciiUy 
about  the  meadows  at  St.  Faiths  Ne*ton,  Ihe  plani  grwi 
perfectly  wild,  flowering  in  June.  Froui  its  trcciucncy  in 
gardens,  it  sometimes  occurs  (of  various  tbnni  and  coloan) 
about  dunghills,  but  is  seldom  permanent  in  such  place*. 

The  root  is  perennial.  Stem  not  very  leafy,  branched,  e** 
braiich  bearing  a  solitary  drooping  flower.  Leaves  modv 
radical,  on  very  long  foot-stalks,  twice  tematc,  obtuxly  lobedi 
glaucous  beneath,  smooth ;  those  on  the  stent  nearly  kmW 
and  more  simple,  the  uppermost  consisting  of  3  entirt  iiw 
acute  leaflets.  Sometimes  the  stem  hears  only  such.  The  itoB 
is  purplish  and  glaucous.  Flowers  purple,  rarely  roec-oolcmnJ- 
Gcrmens  invested  with  a  plaited  lacerated  membrane. 

In  mountainous  situations  what  the  plant  loses  in  luxuiianM 
it  gains  in  neatness  and  elegance  of  I'uliagc,  and  then  the  nec' 
lanes  are  sometimes  found  rather  less  curved.  Hcaice  Mr- 
Hudson  thought  he  had  discovered  A.  olp'tna  in  Weslnwcf 
land;  but  on  seeing  Dr.  Smith's  specimens  of  the  true  Al)>>nc 
Columbine  from  Mount  Cenis,  he  allowed  it  lo  be  qoilt 
distinct  from  any  thing  he  had  observed  of  Bri^h  gTO«lh.

VjROVES  and  thickets  throughout  England  are  plentifiilly 
decorated  with  this  elegant  plant  in  the  month  of  Mav,  and  it 
forms  one  of  the  most  pleasing  ornaments  of  that  JBTiHincc 
Geadon.  The  blossoms  expand  only  in  line  weather,  drooping 
and  folding  up  their  petals  against  rain.  Goals  and  sheep  art 
the  only  domeslic  animals  thai  will  eat  the  wood  anemone.  To 
the  former  its  acrimony  is  pleasant  and  wholcbomc,  as  they 
peculiarly  delight  in  vegetables  of  this  order;  to  the  Itiicr, 
when  not  accustomed  to  such  food,  it  occasions  a  hloudy  flui, 
according  to  Dr.  Withering.
